Regarding the arguments of the present invention having unexpected results over the prior arts is not found persuasive since no actual 
evidence has been provided to support the unexpected results, see MPEP 716.02(b) 

The arguments regarding to unexpected result of being able to obtain a transflective liquid crystal display device having thinner color 
filter layers has structural limitations that are not commensurate with the scope of the claims, see MPEP 716.02(d) 

The claimed vidence of the claimed unexpected results has been weighed against evidence supporting prima facie case of obviousness 
and is believed to be insufficient to overcome the obviousness rejections. The claimed unexpected results coincide with the expected 
results of the prior arts as set forth in the previous office actions, therefore, the claimed unexpected results of the present invention are not
